Dear  Mr*  Harlan: 

'Some  five  or  six  years  ago  I  had  some  correspon¬ 
dence  \7ith  you  regarding  the  genealogy  of  the  Rubey  family;  At 
that  time,  while  I  was  serving  as  Dean  of  Whitman  College,  Walla 
Walla,  Washington,  I  discovered  your  name  in  "Who* 8  Who”  with 
sufficient  additional  information  to  establish  beyond  question 
that  we  are  related.  For  the  last  four  yeara  I  have  been  with 
the  George  Banta  Publishing  Co,  The  essential  facts  about  ray 
life  can  likewise  be  found  in  ’’Who's  Who." 


Pressure  of  other  interests  has  forced  me  to  neglect  the 
matter  of  family  history,  though  from  time  to  time  as  opportunity 
offered  I  picked  up  little  scraps  of  information  and  incorp¬ 
orated  them  into  the  tentative  Table  of  the  Rubey  Family,  a  copy 

of  which  I  am  enclosing,..  On,  thg  fifth  cage  you  will  find  the

Three  weeks  ago  I  had  an  appointment  that  took  to  Ho4da# 
and  I  found  it  possible  to  stop  off  between  trains  at  Cynthlnna, 
Kentucky.  In  the  office  of  the  County  Judge  x  found  n  very  In¬ 
telligent  lady  who  in  interested  in  genealogy,  particularly  of 
the  early  famine®  of  that  section*  Che  gave  generously  of  her 
t lam  and  together  we  examined  mich  of  the  record*?  of  the  family 
v;e  could  locate  In  the  ttins  at  our  disposal.'  We  found  little 
but  it  proved  interesting  m  verifying  data  that  I  already  had* 

In  the  Deed  Book  I  saw  the  record  of  the  purchase  of  100  acres 
of  land  on  Indian  Creek  in  1808  and  of  it®  sale  in  1815  by  Joseph 
Rubey  (my  great  great  grandfather ,  your  great  grandfather)  and 
Ms  wife  Ann  (Hunter)  Rubey.  The  signatures  of  both  (spelled 
’’Rubey'1,  by  the  *ay)  are  attached  to  the  document®*  We  found 
the  marriage  licenses  for  five  of  the  children  of  Joseph  and  Ann i 
John,  the  eldest,  my  great  grandfather  to  Charlotte  My era,  dau¬ 
ghter  of  Dolor, on  ?.y era.,  Dec.  31,  1816$  Mary  (Polly)  to  Henry 
Wingate,  Feb*  7,  1015;  Nancy  to  James  Boyd,  Apr.  3,  181.7;  Ambrose 
to  Hosannah  barah,  March  10,  1030;  James  to  Martha  My  or® ,  slater 
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of  Charlotte  kyers,  Oct*  33,  1830,  This  last  license  Is  signed 
by  Joseph  Pu'oey  and  Solomon  Byers,  both  of  them  ray  gr eat  great 
grand  frith  era.  Descendants  of  Col omon  ryern  st  ill  live  in  the 
neighborhood  where  the  two  fannies  then  lived.  There  in  the 
record  of  suit  brought  against  Joseph  Robey  and  another  man  on 
a  note  whose  face  was  not  cash,  but  ’MO  sound  scant! one  and  4 
good  posts*11  Thera  1b  no  judgment  entered  In  the  suit,  bo  we 
shall  never  know  whether  out  ancestor  defaulted  or  not  1 


Last  cummer  I  spent  a  week  visiting  relatives  at  Richmond 
and  I  yon,  Indiana,  and  one  clay  I  drove  to  Bpartansburg  and  Bethel. 
I  net  at  Bpartansburg  two  old  ladles,  sisters,  widows  of  brothers, 
namely  James  and  Ambrose  Rubey,  (non.  139  and  141,  pares  7  of  the 
Table),  In  the  cornet cries  at  Opartunsburg  and  especially  Bethel 
I  found  many  record*?  of  the  family,  notably  the  graves  of  my 
great  grandparents,  John  and  Charlotte  Ruby  (his  name  spelled 
Ruby  and  hers  Huboy ,  indicating,  nines  he  undoubtedly  prepared 

hat  in  life  h  i  ensiled  the  name  Rub.w),  I  found 
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and  Ann  Hub ay, died  Got. 


Tinier  Rubey , • who  is  said  to  have  collected  a . good  deal  of  in¬ 
formation  about  the  family  in  the  earlier  periods,  come  of  It 
in  the  pre-Kentucky  era.  There  are  several  other  members  of 
the  family  at  Union  City  whom  I  shall  try  to  interview. 


X  am  still  interested  in  the  frequent  interrelations  of 
the  Harlans  and  Fenders  wt*h  the  Rnbeys,  X  have  repeatedly 
tried  to  get  a  copy  of  the  Alpheus  Harlan  Genealogy  of  the 
Harlan  Family,  but  have  never  succeeded.  I  am  venturing  to 
ask  whether  you  could  loan  me  a  copy,  I  would  undertake  to 
return  it  promptly  and  In  good  order  as  soon  as  I  transferred 
from  it  the  numerous  Rubeyg  who  are  said  to  bo  in  it. 

I  frequently  run  across  the  name  in  my  editorial  work.  Hot 
long  ago  I  noted  the  name  "Craig  Rubsy,”  if  I  recall  correctly, 
as  attached  to  Brake  University,  Do  you  know  he  Is  related?
